In a series of lightning raids which d em onstrat­ 
ed the striking power of B ritain s m ysterious Com mando troops, the 
B ritish Navy, A rm y and Air Force S aturday w recked one of G er­ 
m any’s m ain m ilitary bases in Norway, it was announced today. 
A joint com m unique describing the heavy B ritish offensive o p era­ 
tions on and near th* island of Vaagso off the w estern N orw egian 
coast disclosed these achievem ents: 
I - E ight enem y ships totalling 15,650 tons sunk. 
2 
C oast defense guns silenced and b arracks m achine-gunned 
3 -One entire garrison killed or taken prisoner. 
4—M ilitary storehouses and am m unition dum ps blown up. 
5 - An airp o rt heavily bombed. 
6 -Nine “Q uislings" captured w ith 95 naval and m ilitary prisoners. 
The B ritish raiders fought on land as well as on sea, sending a land­ 
ing party ashore while w arships and British bombing planes silenced 
coast defense b atteries m anned by units of the G erm an arm y of occu­ 
pation. 
A joint com m unique issued by the adm iralty, W’a r office and air m in­ 
istry detailed success of the oper­ 
ation as follows: 
"E ight enem y whips with a com ­ 
bined 15.650-tonnage were sunk or 
destroyed in the Vaagso raid.

BATAVIA. N, E. I.—W ith A m erican-built bom bers playing a m ajor 
role, the N etherlands E ast Indies air force today delivered sm ashing 
new blows to the Japanese N avy while an enem y parachute landing at 
Medan on the island of S u m atra waa believed stem m ed a t the outset.

LONDON — A nothei m ajor step tow ard form ulation of a grand 
strateg y against the axis powers was revealed today w ith announce­ 
ment by both B ritain and Russia of a m om entous accord aimed a t 
"u tte r defeat of H itlerite G erm any.” 
The agreem ent resulted from 
Moscow’ conferences between B ritish Foreign S ecretary A nthony Eden 
and Soviet leaders and assigned to Russia for the tim e being the task 
of concentiating her full energies against G erm any, while the U nited 
S tates and B ritain engage Japan in the F ar E ast. 


MANILA, Dec. 29— Japanese war planes for the first 
time raided the great United States naval base at Corregi­ 
dor in Manila Bay today. 
They are believed to have lost heavily in their first 
concentrated attack on the huge naval establishment. 
A brief communique iaeyed by the Uni^d Stites 
forces of the Far East coincident with a report that Dutch 
planes had sunk 12 Japanese transports attempting to 
to land reinforcem ents at Davao on the island of M indanao said: 
"C orregidor was raided by Japanese planes for two hours today.

The report w as not im m ediately confirm ed by any other source. 
The correspondent sent out his report from C otabato, capital of 
Cot* ba to province on the west coast of M indanao Island facing the 
Gulf of Moro. 
C otabato is about IOO m iles w'est of Davao, w here the 
Japanese effected landings last week. 
M indanao is the southernm ost of the larg er Philippine islands.

HONOLULU, Dec. 29-T w enty- 
five survivors of two American 
freighters, torpedoed and sunk by , 
Japanese submarines in Hawaiian 
waters, were safe here today after 
ten harrowing days at sea in open I 
lifeboats. 
Shortly after twelve 
survivors of the Matson freighter J 
Manini 
were 
brought 
to 
port, 
without news of the remaining 21 I 
members of the crew, 13 survivors 
of the freighter Prusa arrived, j 
Nine 
of 
their 
shipm ates 
were 
killed and twelve are missing, 
they reported. 
The Maaini was torpedoed De­ 
cember 17, and the Prusa was 
sent to the bottom in the early 
morning of December 18. 
The 
Manini survivors arrived here S at­ 
urday night, and the Prusa sur­ 
vivors were brought in Sunday 
night, by a coast guard cutter 
which picked them up after they 
had drifted for nearly ten days. 
Sammy Bartholomew of Fort 
W orth, Texas, an oiler on the 
Prusa, told of the sinking of his 
ship and the subsequent experi­ 
ences of the survivors from a bed 
in Queens Hospital. 
Nine Killed In sta n tly 
"We 
were 
all asleep in the 
crew's quarters, except the deck 
w atch,*’ Bartholomew said. 
’'The 
torpedo struck aft, demolishing 
our quarters and nine of the crew 
were instantly killed. 
‘T he torpedo blew a terrific hole 
in the old ship and wrecked the 
passageways. The men who hadn't 
been killed by the explosion were 
dazed, and it was hard work find­ 
ing our way and crawling through 
the wreckage to the deck. 
"The ship sank in nine minutes, 
and we had to work fast. 
We got 
two lifeboats over, and got away 
Just before she went down. There 
were thirteen in my boat, and 
twelve in the other, including the 
skipper, Captain f5. H. Boy. 
We 
haven't seen or heard anything of 
them." 
There was no panic or disorder 
in the few m inutes given the men 
to save themselves. Bartholomew 
declared, although the work of 
digging 
passages 
through 
the 
wreckage was pretty difficult, tn d 
the men knew the Prusa could not 
stay afloat very long. 
"We were out nine days and ten 
hours." 
Bartholomew* 
continued. 
Two hours after the old ship went 
down we hfard planes overhead. 
We didn't 
recognize them, and 
don't know whether they saw us. 
They may have been Japanese. 
Sail Raided 
"We drifted in the same general 
vicinity for three days, hoping the 
planes were our own, and would 
come back, but nothing happened. 
Then we raised sail and proceeded 
by ‘donkey navigation’ towards 
Honolulu. 
"We made 500 miles before we 
were picked up. 
On Christm as 
Day Navy planes came over and 
dropped us some presents— food 
and a beaker of water." 
Saturday 
morning 
an 
arm y 
plane dropped more food and a 
first ald kit. and in the afternoon 
a coast glia rd vessel picked up the 
survivors. 
Bartholomew suffered face cuts 
and bruises and internal Injuries. 
Another survivor. Alfred Dyer of 
Toledo, was injured about the 
head and back. 
"It was the worst experience I 
ever bad,'' he said, "but I’m doing 
all right now — thanks to the coast 
guard." 
Seven others of the Prusa's sur­ 
vivors were kept in the hospital, 
and four were discharged as in fit 
condition.

chest and keep it warm, institute 
good, watchful nursing care, give 
the patient plenty of fresh air, 
and be ready with stim ulating 
drugs if the heart began to go bad. 
Even fresh air was a recent in­ 
novation then. When Dr. North- 
rup of the Presbyterian Hospital, 
New York, began to put his pa­ 
tients with pneumonia out in the 
open air, everybody predicted that 
the exposure 
would kill 
them. 
Dr. Northrup said, “ Why make 
the patient t a > five breaths when 
three breaths will do?” And he 
proved that this was good treat­ 
ment, because his results wore 
better than when patients were 
placed in a stuffy room. 
The fresh air treatm ent wa*, of 
course, the father of th® oxygen 
treatm ent which rupplies constant 
good air and keeps the 
lungs 
aerated. 
First Tract ic al Application 
Everyone was looking for an 
anti-toxin or a scrum for pneu­ 
monia because it seemed so logical 
that such a treatm ent would be 
effective. The first practical appli­ 
cation of any serum that I saw was 
during army service in 1917, but 
it was very unsatisfactory then, 
There was a scrum for only one 
type of pneumonia and it took a 
long laboratory procedure with ex­ 
haustive exam inations of the pa­ 
tient’s sputum to find out what 
type was present. Since then it has 
been found that there arc some 
thirty-eight 
different 
types 
of 
germs which cause pneumonia, 
each of which differs slightly in its 
human reactions. 
Effective sera have been pro­ 
duced to combat most of them, and 
simplified laboratory techniques 
allow the physician to determine 
the type which the patient has 
within a short time. By 1930 the 
serum treatm ent of pneumonia 
had recorded the first great reduc­ 
tion in the death rate which could 
definitely be ascribed to a specific 
treatment. 
Then in the 1930’s came the 
astonishing news of the chemi­ 
cals known as the sulfonamides. 
These are effective against a great 
many kinds of different infections, 
particularly, however, pneumonia. 
They are the realization of the 


“magic 
bullet” 
which 
was 
so 
graphically described in the movie 
of that name which depicted the 
life of Paul Ehrlich. 


Sulfonamide 


The idea of the “magic bullet” is 
some sort o f a drug which will 
kill germs and not harm the living 
tissue of the person or animal who 
has the germs. 
To find such a 
chemical has not been as easy as 
it sounds. The Duke in “ Huckle­ 
berry Finn” had a patented tartar 
remover which he said would take 
the ta rta r off the teeth, but most 
of the enamel along with it. That 
was the trouble with most of he 
“magic bullets” that were discov­ 
ered up to 1930. 
There is no question, however, 
that With the sulfonamide drugs 
we have found the ideal, or nearly 
ideal, chemical of this kind. 
The first one used was sulfanila­ 
mide. There are other slightly d e ­ 
ferent chemical combinations, such 
as sulfapyradinc and sulfathia- 
zole. O thers will undoubtedly be 
de velopcd before long. 
Which should be chosen in pneu­ 
monia, the serum treatm ent or the 
chemical treatm ent? Most doctors 
today use both, apparently with a 
slight improvement in results over 
the use of either one separately.
